One  of  the  must  interesting  papers 
n  ad  at  tbe  celebration  in  Buxton  of  the 
fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  first  adminis¬ 
tration  of  ether  iu  a  surgical  operation, 
any*  file  Philadelphia  Record,  was  that 
by  Dr.  John  Aafahurat  of  this  city  on 
"Surgery  Before  th«  Day*  of  Ameetbet 
ksa."  It  vividly  reculla  the  horror*  of 
those  days  When  the  aurgeou'a  knife  waa 
an  object  of  far  grater  terror  than  uow 
find  inflicted  untold  tortures  upon  tbe 
onriarioua  patient 

'A  study  of  the  condition  of  surgery 
before  the  day*  of  anamthraia, "  Maid  Dr. 
Antihunt,  "reveal*  on  tbe  one  band  a 
picture  pf  heroic  boldness  and  masterly 
self  control  oo  the  part  of  the  aurgeou, 
and  on  tbe  other  a  ghaatly  panorama, 
unmet iui>  s  of  stoic  fortitude  and  endur¬ 
ance,  Mometimes  of  abject  terror  and  hu- 
Biiliatioo — but  always  of  agonizing 
wretchedness  aud  pain— on  the  part  of 
the  unhappy  victim  who  required  tbe 
surgeeu'a  aid. 

"Tbe  'puilessneas'  which  Oicu*  urged 
a*  an  eaaeulial  trait  in  Cheap*  rati ve  sur¬ 
geon  was,  before  tbe  days  of  amesihexiu, 
a  feature  in  the  -arg-  on  *  career  which 
impreMM-d  very  strongly  the  public  gen¬ 
erally  as  well  a*  thiwe  immediately  con¬ 
nected  with  tit*'  uperatiou.  *lt  is  inter- 
r*uog  ■<>  mall  that  .'■dr  James  idmpaon 
of  Edinburgh,  nbortly  after  beginning 
his  profemioual  Htudnw.  was  so  affected 
by  ^seeing  the  terrible  agony  of  a  poo 
Highland  woman  under  .imputation  of 
the  breast'  that  he  resolved  to  abundo 
a  medical  rureer  and  seek  other  occupa¬ 
tion.  Happily  hi*  intention  was  recon¬ 
sidered,  anc  he  ret  arm'd  to  his  stadie 
asking  hunn-lf,  ‘Can  anything  b«  done 
to  make  operations  less  painful?'  and, 
as  every  n.e  know*,  iu  lt*a  tbim  20 
years  be  b*ruuie  a  high  finest  of  auto 
thesia  and  (he  lutrtMlucer  into  surgical 
and  obst<  tricul  practice  of  ether's  greiU 
rival,  chJorciform. 

No  braver  or  more  gallant  geu^Tn 
man  ever  lived  than  Admiral  Viscount 
Kelson,  aud  after  his  right  elbow  hud 
been  *hwticrod  by  a  French  tiull-it  in  tli« 
assault  at  Tenerife  he  lu.iuifi/fco-d  the 
utmost  courage,  refusing  to  be  taken  to" 
tbe  nearest  ship  lent  the  sight  of  hi*  in¬ 
jury  should  alarm  the  wife-  of  a  fellow 
fttocr  w  hose  own  fate  waa  uncertain, 
aud  wbeu  bis  own  ship  was  reached  ho 
climbed  up  its  side  Without  ussistnuco, 
saying:  ‘Tell  tbe  surgeon  to  make  haste 
and  get  bia  instruments.  I  know  I  must 
logo  my  right  arm,  so  tbe  sooner  it 
the  better.*  'He  underwent  the  amputa¬ 
tion,  *  we  lei*rn  from  u  private  letter  of 
one  of  bis  midshipmen,  ‘with  the  same 
firmness, and  courage  that  have  always 
■narked  his  charucter.  ‘  Aud  yet  so  pain 
fully  Was  ho  affected  by  tbe  coldness  of 
the  operator's  knife  that  when  next  go¬ 
ing  into  action  at  tbe  fatuous  battle  of 
tfie  Nile  he  gave  standing  orders  to  bis 
surgeons  that  hot  water  should  always 
'be  kept  in  readiness  daring  an  engage¬ 
ment.  so  that  if  another  operation  should 
be  required  he  might  at  least  have  the 
jfioor  comfort  of  being  cut  with  warm 
instruments. 

On  the  side  of  the  surgeon  we  find 
throughout  tbe  ages  a  constant  effort  to 
diminish  the  terrors  of  operations  and  a 
continuous  reprobation  of  the  distress¬ 
ful,  not  to  say  cruel,  modes  of  prac¬ 
tice  adopted  by  preceding  generations. 
And  yet  the  time  is  not  very  far  distant 
from  ours  When  they  lopped  off  a  limb 
by  striking  it  violently  with  a  heavy 
knife;  that  time  when  they  knew  nei¬ 
ther  bow  to  stop  nor  how  to  prevent 
hemorrhage  but  by  burning  the  part 
whence  the  blood  jetted  with  boiling  oil 
or  the  redbot  iron;  that  time  when  snr 
gpons  armed  themselves  at  every  mo¬ 
ment  with  pinchers,  with  buming  cau¬ 
teries  and  with  instruments  the  repre¬ 
sentation*  even  of  which  cause  terror. 

"But  the  presence  of  pain  was  not  tbe 
only  evil  dreaded  by  our  predecessors  in 
attempting  important  operations.  The 
great  risk  of  fatal  accident  from  some  in 
voluntary  movement  of  the  patient  was 
constantly  present  to  tbe  mind  of 
conscientious  surgeon.  ‘How  often,  ’  says 
Dr  Valentine  Mott,  ‘when  operating  iu 
some  deep,  dark  wuuud.  along  the  course 
of  some  great  vein,  with  thin  walls  al 
terns tely  distended  and  flacoid  with  the 
vital  current — how  often  have  I  dreaded 
that  *ome  unfortunate  struggle  of  the 
patient  would  deviate  the  knife  a  little 
from  its  proper  course  and  that  I,  who 
fain  would  be  the  deliverer,  should  in¬ 
voluntarily  become  tbe  executioner,  see¬ 
ing  my  patient  perish  in  my  hands  by 
tbe  most  appalling  form  of  death!  Had 
he  been  insensible  I  should  have  felt  no 
alarm.  ‘ 

"Coming  down  to  the  days  more  im 
mediately  preceding  the  date  of  tbe 
great  duccverjLwe  find  that  opium  and 
alcohol  were  thWaily  agents  which  oon 
tinned  to  be  regarded  as  of  practical 
valne  in  diminishing  the  pain  of  opera¬ 
tions,  though  the  attendant  disadvan¬ 
tages  of  their  employment  were  of  coarse 
recognized.  Meanwhile  facts  were  accu¬ 
mulating  the  significance* of  which  we 
now  plainly  recognize,  but  which  ex¬ 
cited  no  attention. 

"Sir  Humphry  Davy,  in  the  early 
days  of  the  nineteenth  century,  suggest¬ 
ed  tbe  use  of  nitrous  oxide  gas  as  an 
anaesthetic  in  minor  operations,  and  at 
waa  the  custom  at  some  of  our  medical 
schools — at  the  University  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  for  one — for  students  to  breathe 
laughing  gas, '  as  it  was  then  called, 
for  diversion.  Bot  yet — and  yet — sur¬ 
geons  west  on,  in  every  coan  try,  catting 
and  burning,  and  patients  went  off 
writhing  and  screaming,  until  on  the 
16tb  day  of  October,  in  tbe  year  1846, 
in  the  Massachusetts  General  hospital, 

Dr.  John  C.  Warren  painlessly  removed 
tumor  from  a  man  who  had  previously 
etherized  by  Dr.  William  T.  G. 
Morton,  and  surgical  anesthesia  be¬ 
came  tbe  priceless  heritage  of  the  civi¬ 
lised  world. "

BEECHER’S  ABOLITIONISM. 

t  ArinuH-il  rtireat*  Against  Ilia  Life  and 
Against  Rla  Church. 

Mm.  H'-nry  Ward  Beecher,  ia  u  graph¬ 
ic,  reminiscent  article  entitled  "When 
Mr  ik^cber  Sold  Slave*  In  Plymouth 
Pulpit"  iu  The  Ladies'  Home  Journal, 
tell*  of  the  peril  in  which  tbe  fam<>o9 
preacher  placed  hi*  life  by  hlg  fearless 
advocacy  of  the  abolition  of  slavery.  "In 
1847  Mr.  Beecher  became  tbe  pastor  of 
Plyuuiuth  church,  Brooklyn,  "and  iu  his 
iiiMUgjur.il  lerrnon.”  she  says,  “hofrunk- 
ly  stated  the  jKxtttiou  that  hd  intended 
to  hold  iu  opposition  to  human  slavery. 
The  majority  of  the  church  member* 
agreed  with  him,  but  the  majority  of 
the  people  of  New  York  aud  Brooklyn 
were  southern  sympathizers.  Of  the  re¬ 
alities  of  slavery  they  knew  nothing. 
They  regarded  it  sentimentally  as  a  pa¬ 
triarchal  institution  that  had  come  down 
from  Biblical  time*  and  that  gave  the 
southern  people  ample  leisure  to  develop 
into  ohariniug  ladies  and  eloquent  poli¬ 
tician*. 

“Mr.  Beecher  came-  to  open  the  eye* 
and  arouse  the  consciences  of  these  sen¬ 
timentalists,  and  he  encountered  a*  bit¬ 
ter  an  opposition  a*  that  wliioh  he  had 
faced  in  Cincinnati.  He  was  ubu*ed  us 
a  negro  worshiper,  he  win  threatened 
with  personal  violence,  a  mob  was 
formed  iu  New  York  to  tear  down  the 
church  iu  which  be  preached.  1  have 
known  him,  in  respouse  to  my  entreat¬ 
ies  to  be  careful,  to  walk  in  the  middle 
of  the  street*  of  Brooklyn,  with  bi* 
hand  on  the  revolver  in  bis  pocket,  lest 
be  should  be  suddenly  attacked.  Letters 
announcing  the  dispatch  of  infernal  ma¬ 
chine*  to  our  house  were  often  received 
— in  fact,  they  averaged  one  or  two  per 
week. 

MI  remember  that  one  day  uu  immense 
box  came  by  express  after  the  receipt  of 
such  a  letter.  I  wu*  afraid  to  open  it  and 
equally  afraid  that  Mr.  Beecher,  who 
never  knew  fear,  would  open  it  a*  soon 
as  he  retained,  sol  sent  for  a  policeman, 
aud,  after  boiug  thoroughly  soaked,  the 
box  was  found  to  contain  u  life  size  ne¬ 
gro  doll. 

Grant'*  t>*oon  to  a  Sentry. 

General  Horace  Porter,  in  his  “Cam 
paiguing  with  Grant”  in  Century,  re 
late*  an  anecdote  telling  how  General 
Grant  aided  a  drover  in  turning  his  cat¬ 
tle.  General  Porter  adds :  He  knew,  of 
course,  that  tbe  man  did  not  recognize 
him.  If  he  had  supposed  the  man  was 
lacking  in  proper  military  respoct,  he 
would  perhaps  have  administered  to  him 
the  same  lesson  which  he  once  taught  a 
soldier  in  tbe  Twenty-first  Illinois,  wbeu 
he  commanded  that  regiment.
